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PRICES UP SECOND 
TIME IN 3 DAYS 


St. Louis Dairy Action Is 
Expected to Be Fol- 
lowed by Other Con- 


cerns Tomorrow. 


The price of milk increased 1% 
cents a quart and the price of 
butter rose 10 cents a pound at 
one dairy company in St. Louis 
today. These increases are the 
second for both butter and milk 
since the expiration of Office of 
Price Administration ceilings nine 
days ago. Other dairies here are 
expected to follow the lead and 
incre their prices tomorrow, 
the Post-Dispatch was informed. 

Accompanying the dairy price 
rises, came reports from National 
City Stockyards that the price of 
veal calves rose to $20.50 per hun- 
dredweight, reaching a 30-year 
record, OPA price was $17.90. 
The cattle, hog and sheep mar- 
kets appeared steady, with cattle 
prices down 50 cents from yester- 
day’s high: of $22 per hundred- 
weight. rge meat packers en- 
tered the spirited bidding today, 
indicating that more meat will 
reach the retail outlets soon, 

The St. Louis Dairy Co. sent 
notices to all its customers today 
announcing the increases in milk 
and butter prices. On July 4, the 
leading dairies here increased 
prices of milk one cent a quart to 
compensate for increased wages 
paid to AFL workers. Prior to 
that the OPA permitted a price 
increase of % a cent to compen- 
sate for increased production 
costs. 

B. M. Lide, president and gen- 
eral manager of St. Louis Dairy, 
said the price increases were the 
result of the discontinuance of a 
Federal subsidy of more than 62 
cents per hundredweight with 
the death of the OPA.

- WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Secretary of War Patterson testi- 
fied today that Representative 
May (Dem.), Kentucky, had com- 
plained directly to him by tele- 
phone over the War Department’s 
stopping of production at an Illi- 
nois munitions factory in May 
1943. 

Patterson began his testimony 
before the Senate War Investigat- 
ing Committee by saying he will 
furnish all details in his knowl- 
edge concerning the activities of 
the Batavia and Erie Basin Metal 
Products Companies. These are 
two of a chain of closely-linked 
corporations which handled more 
than $78,000,000 in Government 
contracts during the war years, 

Doesn’t Record Conversations. 


Chairman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, and Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, broke into Pat- 
terson’s testimony near the outset 
to inquire into the practice of the 
War Department of recording tele- 
phone conversations between Cap- 
itol Hill and the department. 


Patterson said that he, himself, 
had no such recording device and 
did not make a prattice of re- 
cording conversations, May, chair- 
man of the House Military Com- 
mittee, has protested against this 
practice, as have other members 
of Congress. 


Chairman Mead read to Patter- 
son a telegram signed “Henry 
Paynter” and addressed to the 
Washington Post. This message 
reported the receipt of informa-

“I have had no talks with any 
member of Congress or anyone 
else in which I said I had any 
such recordings. 

“I know of no such cases of the 
kind referred to in the telegram. 
No such incident ever occurred.” 

Ferguson suggested that Payn- 
ter be subpenaed at once for ques- 
tioning about the telegram, Chair- 
man Mead directed the commit- 
tee’s staff to take the necessary 
steps toward this.

OFF BIKINI ATOLL, July 9 
(UP)—V. Adm. W. H. P. Bilandy, 
Operation Crossroads commander, 
eonmdered a proposal today to al- 
low airborne observers to ap- 
proach as close as 10 miles to Bi- 
kini lagoon when the atom bomb 
is exploded slightly under water 
fn a second test July 25. 

Col. Robert Snider, radiological 
safety officer for the project, said 
he had made such a recommenda- 
tion to Blandy when studies 
showed “the danger area of radia- 
tion would be confined to an 
eight-mile circle as we had pre 
dicted for the first test.” 

In the first test, when the bomb 
was exploded in the air, observers 
were excluded from a 20-mile ra- 
dius lest they should be periled 
by harmful radiations from the 
deadly atomic cloud.

Meanwhile, Blandy announced 
that if the bomb had exploded 
over the battleship Nevada as in- 
tended, the 30-year-old warship 
would have been sunk or totally 
disabled. 

Instead, the bomb exploded from 
500 to 1900 feet away from the 
Wevada, near the transport Gil- 
Ham. The Gilliam “sank in a 
matter of seconds,” Blandy said.

MADE FORTUNE BY 


BRIBERY RACKET 


She Was Go-Between in 
Extorting Money and 
Jewels From Those in 
Concentration Camps. 


By WALTER CRONKITE. 

NUERNBERG, July 9 (UP) — 
Emmy Sonnemann, actress who 
was married to Hermann Goering 
in 1935, was described today as 


his go-between in the extortion of 


a fortune in bribes froin concen- 
tration camp victims or their rel- 
atives. 


Information fell into the hands 
of Allied investigators recently that 
his wife kept books in Goering’s 
extortion racket: One of them said 
today that the bribes he collected 
put him at the head of his class, 
“from the Tripoli pirates to the 
Chicago gangsters.” 

Frau Goering, according to the 
new information, personally tele- 
phoned the relatives of prisoners 
in concentration camps to tell 
them that their bribes had been 
accepted and the victims would be 
released in due course. 

Investigatqrs said that through 
this dealing in blood money the 
No. 2 Nazi and his wife garnered 
a fortune. She kept most of the 
jewels and a scattering of such 
trinkets as gold cigarette cases 
which were accepted in trade for 
the lives of those Goering himself 
helped to imprison. . 

Just how much Goering collec 
ed in these relatively petty bribes 
the investigators were unable to 
determine, But they estimated it 
in the millions of marks, 

The files contained no evidence 
that Goering ever welshed on pro- 
tection. When payment was made, 
apparently the release of the indi- 
vidual involved was assumed or 
the service contracted for was 
rendered. 

Goering’s extortions were said 
to have extended from individuals 
through major industries and even 
to nations. For example, in 1937 
he acquired an interest in the 
Reemtsma cigarette factory. In the 
next five years his “earnings” 
from that source amounted to 
5,901,000 marks. 

By a “coincidence” a tax suit 
for 12,000,000 marks against 
Reemtsma was quashed soon after 
Goering’s stock was delivered. 

The former reichsmarshal ad- 
mitted to Allied investigators that 
he “asked” many war plants, par- 
ticularly in the field of aviation, 
to transfer “small sums” to his 
personal bank account. The sums 
were estimated to have aggre 
gated 1,850,000 marks in one year.

DENIED VISA FOR 
PALESTINE VISIT 


U.S. Zionist Leader Says 
This ‘Confirms Fears’ 
British Are Trying to 
‘Conceal Misdeeds.’ 


NEW YORK, July 9 (AP)—Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, Zionist: leader, 
says the British Embassy in 
Washington has refused to issue 
visas to him and Louis Lipsky,

WEIZMANN BLAMES

“There are many Jewish people 
and much public opinion every- 
where favoring partition as a so- 
lution of the Palestine problem,” 
the Zionist leader added. “Regard- 
less of whether we agree or not, 
this must not be rejected as a 
possible solution.” 

Dr. Weizmann desqfibed Pales- 
tine as being “in a st te| of siege.”

RISK POLICIES REQUIRED 
BY SOME LOAN FIRMS 


Some small-loan companies here, 
forced to reduce their interest 
rates to the 8 per cent which 
State Attorney General J. E. Tay- 
lor held is the maximum that can 
be charged pending enactment of 
a new smali-loan law the 
Legislature, are selling life, health 
and accident insurance policies as 
a requirement for obtaining a 
loan, 

A representative of one loan 
company denied that his company 
made purchase of insurance com- 
pulsory, but conceded that in some 
doubtful cases of “borderline se 
curity” it required the applicant 
purchase the insurance before 
granting the loan. 

He denied that the companies 
sell the insurance in order to com- 
pensate for the loss of profits re- 
sulting from the decreased interest 
rate. The reason for selling the 
insurance is that it lessens the 
risks on loans to doubtful cus- 
tomers. Otherwise, he added, the 
companies would be taking the 
same risks as they did under the 
old 30 and 36 per cent rates. 

Tentative insurance rates on a 
$100 loan amount to about 8 per 
cent, he said. Of this figure 1 per 
cent goes for life insurance and 7 
per cent for a health and accident 
policy. The customer, therefore, 
is required to pay $16 on ‘every

Council Says 
Would Discourage In- 
dustry From Coming 
Here—Favors Levy on 


Individuals. 


The General Council on Civic 
Needs expressed opposition to 
some of the provisions of the pro- 
posed city income tax on corpora- 
tion incomes, but approved the 
tax on individual incomes at a 
meeting last night in Kiel Audi- 


torium. 

A resolution proposed by the 
Executive Committee and passed 
by unanimous vote asserted that 
“the tax on corporations should 
be eliminated as it would have the 
effect of keeping new industries 
away from the city of St. Louis, 
and would result in additional 
eosts of operation to keep the 
necessary records, a step which 
would encourage industries to 
move from St. Louis, and thereby 
reduce payrolls.” 

The stand taken by the council 
was similar to that taken by the 
Chamber of Commerce at public 
hearings on the measuré, which 
comes up for passage in the Board 
ef Aldermen tomorrow. 

Appeal by Mayor. 

Mayor-~Aloys P. Kaufmann ad- 
@ressed the meeting and made a 
plea for support for the income 
tax proposal. “St. Louis is at 
the crossroads,” he said. “Wecan 
go forward to great achievement 
er fall by the wayside. The city 
administration has great plans for 
airports, highways, parks and 
playgrounds and other things, but 
we cannot go ahead with these 
plans unless our city is sound 
financially.” 

Money to be raised from the new 
tax will avert a deficit in the 
current fiscal year and finance 
salary increases for city employes. 
Referring to the necessity of these 
increases, Mayor Kaufmann said 
that more than half of the city’s 
employes now get $150 or less a 
month. 

“If you were a business man,” 
he asked, “would you be proud of 
such salaries? Wouldn’t you be 
embarrassed to have someone look 
at your payroll?” 

He asserted that only two major 
cities have lower real estate taxes 
than St. Louis and the proposed 
income tax would not add a major 
burden. “I have ambitions to build 
things, to make St. Louis a better 
place in which to live, not a cheap 
place,” he said. 

Opposition by Individuals. 

Although no one dissented when 
a vote on the resolution was 
taken, some opposition to the pro- 
posed tax was voiced by individ- 
uals. One man questioned the 
lack of a graduated scale of tax- 
ation in the bill, and two speakers 
indicated opposition to any tax in- 
crease at all.

DECISION UPHELD 
RULING OUT PART 
OF SMOKE LAW 


Opinion on Denying Solid 
Fuel Permit if ‘Con- 
sistent With Public 


Welfare.’ aug. 


The Missouri Supreme Court 
yesterday upheld a Circuit Court 
decision invalidating a section of 
the city smoke elimination ordin- 
ance which provided for revoking 
or refusing to grant a solid fuel 
permit if such action is deemed 
“consistent with the public wel- 
fare.” 

City Counselor George IL. 
Stemmler said the decision will 
not impair enforcement of the 
smoke ordinance “to any substan- 
tial degree, if at all.” Stemmler 
said he is studying further legal 
action in the case, and also the 
possibility of suggesting amend- 
ments to the ordinance to 
strengthen it in light of the court 
decision, 

The decision came in two cases 
brought by the Triangle Fuel Co., 
4567 DeTonty street, which had 
been denied a permit to sell solid 
fuel on the recommendation of the 
City Smoke Commissioner. The 
firm argued that the power of the 
Smoke Commissioner.to deny a 
permit because it was not “con- 
sistent with the public welfare” 
to grant it, was too broad and 
non-specific. 

Circuit Judge Wiliam S. Connor 
last October held that such was 
the case and issued an injunction 
restraining the city from interfer- 
ing with the Triangle company 
and issued a writ of mandamus 
directing the Board. of Public 
Service to grant a 1945 permit to 
the firm, The city appealed the 
case to the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

Stemmler said it is possible now 
to file a motion for a rehearing 
of the case, but that few such 
motions are granted. He said, 
however, that the smoke ordi- 
nance still provides penalties for 
violations and unchallenged au- 
thority for refusing or revoking 
solid fuel permits for specific 
reasons. 

The City Counselor said he will 
study the Supreme Court decision 
to see if it is possible to clarify 


ordinance to make it acceptable 
to the courts. If not, he said, it 
is possible that further specific 
grounds for revoking or denying 
permits can be added to the ordi- 
nance, _ 

Actually, Stemmler said, he be- 
lieves the Triangle case is the 
only one in which the “public wel- 


nance has been invoked. For this 
reason, he said, the decision will 
have little effect on enforcement 
of the ordinance as a whole.

Gamble on Vote Against U.N. 

Shipstead gambled on Minne- 
sota sentiment when he voted 
against ratification of the San 
Francisco United Nations charter. 
The only other negative vote was 
that of Senator Langer (Rep.), 
North Dakota, who was renomi- 
nated Jast month by a comfortable 
plurality. 

Shipstead’s isolationist record 
went back to 1939, when he voted 
against repeal of the arms em- 
bargo. He also voted against con- 
scription, lend-lease, extension of 
the draft, the Bretton Woods 
agreement. and was one of the six 
Senators voting against partici- 
pation in the United Nations, 

The Shipstead senatorial record 
made a perfect target for Stassen, 
who, on leave from Adm. Halsey’s 
staff, was a delegate to San Fran- 
cisco United Nations conference. 
In his frequent visits to Washing- 
ton, he frankly told reporters that 
he had gambled on the Nebraska 
primary and lost. He realized 
that he had made a tactical mis- 
take by going into another state. 
He candidly acknowledged that a 
defeat in his own state would be 
almost fatal. 


Stassen Strategy. 


Stassen’s victory, while it adds 
greatly to his national prestige, 
does nat, of course, assure him 
the 1948 presidential nomination. 
In his speeches throughout the 
country he does not seek to hide 
the fact that he is persona non 
grata to the Old Guard leaders 
of the Republican party organiza- 
tion, who would prefer to have the 
convention nominate Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft or former Gov. John 
W. Bricker of Ohio, or even Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 
That is one reason Stassen is 
speaking before various gather- 
ings. He wants to show himself 
and give his views to as many per- 
sons as possible. He has also or- 
ganized the Republican Open 
Forums with headquarters in

The victory does, however, give 
him a base from which to direct 
his presidential campaign.

the bill. The bill did not reach 
the governor from the legislative 
clerical forces until late yesterday. 

The pension roii for July car- 
ries the names of 106,222 pension- 
ers, who will receive July pay- 
ments totaling $3,061,831. 

The public health and welfare 
appropriation measure _ includes 
$40,000,000 for old-age pension pay- 
ments during the fiscal year, half 
from state funds and half from 
federal grants; $6,000,000 for pay- 
ment of aid to dependent children, 
half from state and half from 
federal funds, and $3,750,000 for 
direct relief, all from state funds.

ORRICK JOKINS ENDS 
LIFE WITH POISON 


Writer, Formerly of St. Louis, 
Found Dead in Danbury 
(Conn.) Home, 


Orrick Johns, formerly of St. 
Louis, committed suicide yester- 
day by drinking poison in his 
home at Danbury, Conn. Johns 
who was 59 years old, was a poet 
and a mystery-story writer. 

Johns’s body was found on a 
couch in the living room by his 
wife, the former Mrs. Doria Ber- 
ton Jordan, A note was pinned to 
a pillow beside his body. Lt. Harry 
T. Tucker of the Connecticut State 
police refused to reveal the con- 
tents of the note, but said it was 
a pérsonal communication to his 
wife. 

Tucker reported that a glass of 
beer containing ‘a large amount of 
poison was found on a table be- 
side the couch, 

Mrs. Johns told police her hus- 
band had been despondent for 
several weeks, and had been 
drinking heavily. Pinned to the 
pillow with the suicide note was 
a summons ordering him to ap- 
pear in police court in Danbury 
last night. 

Tucker said Johns had been ar- 
rested late Sunday after his auto- 
mobile had struck a traffic stan- 
chion on Danbury’s Main street. 
He was charged with operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence 
of alcohol. 

Johns was the son of the late 
George S. Johns, editor of the 
editorial page of the Post-Dispatch 
for 31 years until his retirement 
in 1929. 

Orrick Johns left St. Louis about 
20 years ago and spent three 
years Italy. Returning to this 
country in 1929, he became editor 
of “New Masses,” a left wing mag- 
azine. He later was appointed New 
York City director of the Federal 
Writers’ Project of the Works 
Progress Administration, from 
which he resigned in 1936. 

He moved to Danbury from 
New York in 1939, since when 
he has devoted the major portion 
of his time to writing poetry. He

War Investigating Committee that 
he adjusted profits, before taxes, 
for Erie Basin were cut from 
$1,776,000 to $506,000 on that year’s 
renegotiable business. 

Erie Basin is one of the 19 cor- 
porations built up during war 
years by Murray and Henry Gars- 
son, Y. J. Weiss and A. B. 
Geliman, who have been accused 
by Mead of war profiteering. The 
investigation has disclosed their 
efforts had powerful Washington 
support, 
$3,520,000 in “Excessive Profits.” 


Knutson said that renegotiators 
found, in examining the contracts 
of five of the corporations alone, 
among them Erie Basin, a total 
of $3,520,000 in “excessive profits” 
on renegotiable business amount- 
‘ ing to approximately $24,000,000. 

In dealing with Erie . Basin 
alone, Knutson said that the 
Government had called for a re- 
fund of $1,270,000 of “excessive” 
profits on contracts for the fiscal 
year of 1943. 


He reported that this would b 


have left the company with ad- 
justed profits of $506,000. 

In reaching the figure, Knutson 
and his aides said they had 
eliminated $10,000 from the com- 
pany’s claim for $22,000 for ex- 
penses in Washington which for- 
mer Army Capt. Carl L. Moline 
described as “entertainment and 
propaganda.” 

Elimineted, too, was an item 
for $183,000 for machinery listed 
as abandoned. Knutson said that. 
the machinery was still in exist- 
ence and did not constitute an 
allowable cost. 

The amount of rent which Erie 
Basin was paying an affiliated 
company for the use of a factory 
was cut by $110,000. The renego- 
tiators testified that the amount 
had been nearly doubled after the 
original agreement between the 
two companies was reached. 

Knutson said that Erie Basin 
has protested against the renego- 
tiation order for the $1,270,000 re- 
fund, and that the matter awaits 
a court determination. 


Payments to Firm Frozen. 


Knutson testified that Secretary 
Patterson froze all payments to 
Erie last Sept. 6 to insure pay- 
ment of excess profits to the Gov- 
ernment, then modified the order 
to permit payment of $723,000. 

The freeze order, described by 
Knutson as “very unusual,” was 
applied after officers of the War 
Department recommended the ac- 
tion as necessary to protect the 
Government's interest. 

Knutson fixed the. total of 
Erie’s excess profits for 1043 and 
1944 at $3,270,000. The modified 
freeze order of Sept. 13, 1945, was 
designed, Knutson said, to assure 
payments of $800,000 which the 
Government expected to collect 
through renegotiations and to cov- 
er $974,000 due the Government 
from advances made to Erie. Oth- 
er amounts due Erie were re- 
leased. 

Robert M. Estes, former Army 
colonel and contract renegotiator 
who had recommended the orig- 
inal freeze, testified that the modi- 
fied order first —— release 
of $1,050,000 to Erie, but on Sept. 
20 the amount released was cut to 
$723,000 in order to cover certain 
contract termination claims. 

Moline testified that the Erie 
Basin company included $19,213 of 
“liquor and miscellaneous gifts” in 
costs charged against Government 
waf contracts in 1944. The gifts 
included six pen and pencil sets 
costing $120 each and two $138 
cigarette lighters, he said. 

As to who received the gifts, he 
testified that “information was 
requested” on this point “but 
never obtained” from officers of 
the company. | 

Knutson told the committee that 
the amount claimed the com- 
pany for the gifts was disallowed. 
He said he could remember of no 
other case in which liquor had 
been charged as a cost of war con- 
tracts 


Knutson said the Erie bill for 
gifts included lip sticks, vanity 
cases and “other presents that 
were used.” 

Moline listed several charges 
for liquor, including one bill of 
$5263 for 100 cases of various 
liquors. 

The records showed, Moline 
testified, that around Christmas 
time of 1943 and 1944 payments 
of $2812 and $3080 were made to 
Murray Garsson of the Erie com- 
pany and $2112 to J. F. Freeman, 
the company’s Washington repre- 
sentative, “for gifts of liquor and 
other items to suppliers.” 

Travel Allowances Cut. 

Knutson and Moline reviewed 
the travel expenses which the 
company attempted to collect 
from the Government as part of 
its war costs. For the year end- 
ing Nov. 30, 1944, these amounts 
were listed: 

Murray Garsson, $9978; Free- 
ee. $15,200; and Henry Garsson 


Moline said it “appeared un- 
likely” that the e. ecutives of the 
company could be: traveling so 
much of the time, and the 
amounts figured in a subsequent 
reduction of the company’s gen- 
eral administrative and selling 
costs. 

The Senators remained highly 
interested in questioning May. 
However, Senator Ferguson ex- 
pressed the belief that May's 
speech to the House yesterday 
probably made it impossible for 
the Senate group to subpena him 
for testimony. 


Ferguson pointed to a section 
of the Constitution setting out 
the legal immunities of members 
of Congress. It declares that “for 
any speech or debate in either 
House” the members “shall not 
be questioned in any other place.” 

After May’s speech in the House 
Senators got a different side of 
the timber deal from L. W. Fields 
and A. C. Brown, both of Whites- 
boro, Ky. 

Fields, a lumberman, testified 
that he helped May acquire the 
timber holdings under a verbal 
promise that he would be given 
half the stock in a corporation 
which was to be set up. He said 
he never got the stock and fi- 
nally abandoned his interest in 
the enterprise, which by then had 


. 


become the Cumberland Lumber 
Co. Testimony has shown that 
two Garsson firms paid Cumber- 
land $48,000 for lumber which 
records show was not delivered. 

Fields said May was to persuadc 
“certain financial interests in 
Washington” to finance the pur- 
chase of the land. He said May 
told him they both would draw 
“big salaries” and that May “was 
in touch with the proper people” 
to get war contracts. 

Letters From May. 

He identified a letter he said 
he had received from May in 
which the latter declared, “I am 
in a position to lose more money 
than anybody” in the event the 
timber deal failed. 


The letter, dated Oct. 25, 1943, |. 


said, “I have already paid $10,000 
on the purchase price and expect 
to put up another ten for operat- 
ing capital including purchase of 
machinery.” 

Another May-to-Fields letter 
said the writer was “putting up 
another $2500” in January 1944. 

“When did you find out that 

was only an agent and had 
no interest in the corporation?” 
Senator Ferguson asked Fields. 

“Not until I came up here,” 

Fields answered. “I thought he ac- 
tually was the owner of the tim- 
er. 
After the timberland was bought, 
Fields said, he worked on the 
project three or four months at 
$125 a month, but quit when he 
began to believe he never would 
get any stock. He thought of 
suing, he said, but finally decided 
that since he had let himself into 
the deal with only a verbal agree- 
ment, “why, I'd just get out.” 

May in a statement made to the 
committee June 4 had said noth- 
ing about any partnership deal. 
He said that he got in contact 
with the owners of the timberland 
through Fields, and understood 
Fields drew a commission on the 
sale. He said he recommended 
Fields to be manager on the 
ground after a Garsson company 
exercised the option which he said 
he obtained for the concern. . 

May's version of how Fields 
happened to leave the job was 
that manpower was so scarce the 
operation simply closed down for 
a long period. 

Brown’s Testimony. 

Brown told of a series of logging 
negotiations with May in connec- 
tion with the Cumberland prop- 
erty. He said that as an independent 
lumberman he was negotiating 
with May to. buy the property. 
Meanwhile, he said that with 
May’s consent he began lumber- 
ing operations on the tract, 

Early this year he said he was 
charged by Henry Garsson with 
embezzling alas pe and funds of 
the Cumberland company. To set- 
tle the suit, he said, he borrowed 
money and bought the property 
for $40,000. A fire later destroyed 
his sawmill and much of the 
lumber. 

Several packets of checks signed 
“A. J. May” were introduced yes- 
terday. One group dated from 
August 1943 to April 1944, were 
made out to A. J. May Jr., identi- 
fied as a son of the Congressman, 
now dead. Fields said that so far 
as he knew no A. J. May Jr. was 
on the Cumberland company’s 
payroll. 

That point also was discussed 
in May’s statement to the commit- 
tee last month, with May explain- 
ing that most of the checks so 
made out were for payrolls which 
A. J. May Jr. distributed to woods 
crews. The Congressman said his 
recollection was that his son, who 
died on that job, worked only a 
month or two at a s he re- 
called as $125 a month. eA. J. 
May Jr. checks introduced yester- 
day totaled $2441 50.

Earlier in the day Thomas 
O’Connell, the other investigator,

“IT have never offered O’Connell 
a political job or any other kind 
of a job,.” Martinez said. “I have 
never offered him money nor 
have I received money from him.

COMMODITY PRICE INDEX 
STEADY EOR FIRST TIME 
SINCE OPA CONTROLS DIED 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP). 
HE Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics basic commodity index 
showed no change yesterday 

for the first day since OPA 

controls expired. This followed 
an 11 per cent index jump the 
first OPA-less week. 

Th. index has risen from 
199.4 on June 28 to 221.5 or 
Saturday, and the same figure 
yesterday, or 22 index points. 

The Bureau reported that 
yesterday's market changes in- 
cluded a one cent per pound in- 
crease for cotton and increases 
for wheat, butter and hogs but 
these were canceled on the in- 
dex by decreases for barley 
and corn,

St. Louis Dairy’s new price 
schedule lists grade A milk at 18% 
cents a quart with corresponding 
increases for all other products. 

On the livestock market, cattle 
receipts today were 4200 head, as 
compared with 9900 yesterday; 
calves were 2500, the same as yes- 
terday; hogs, 6500 today and 9500 
yesterday, and sheep today 4000, 
as compared with 4800 yesterday. 

Late bidding on the hog market 
saw prices reach $18 per hundred- 
weight, which was equal to last 
week’s high. The OPA ceiilng was 
$14.80. Sheep and lambs were 50 
cents to $1 higher than yester- 
day with a top today of $18.50. 

Big Packers Enter Bidding. 

With the larger packers enter- 
ing the bidding for the first time 
since the death of OPA, it was 
apparent that butcher shops would 
be getting more meat soon, but 
it would at prices far in ex- 
cess of those under the OPA. 
Larger packers, a spokesman said, 
had been holding off their pur- 
chases, waiting to determine 
whether or not a new price con- 
trol bill would be enacted in Wash- 

n. 

ome members of the executive 
committee of the St. Louis Retail 
Meat Dealers’ Association, which 
met in a closed meeting last night 
at Hotel Mayfair, advised con- 
sumers to refrain from buying 
meat at grossly inflated prices. 
Richard Zweifel, president of the 
association, said the committee 
drafted a statement of policy to 
keep meat prices at the lowest 
level possible. 

Committee members said that, 
since the price depended to a 
large extent on the demand, 
much depends on the consumers’ 
buying practices. Retailers will 
take only a fair margin of profit, 
their statement said, and will 
pass on to the consumer any re- 
duction in price they may re- 
ceive from the wholesalers.

What Amendment Provides. 
Wherry’s amendment provides: 
“No maximum price and no 
regulation or order under this 
act or the Stabilization Act of 
1942, as amended, shall be applic- 
able with respect to livestock, 
poultry, or eggs, or food cr feed 
products’ processed or manufac- 
tured in whole or substantial part 
from livestock, poultry or eggs.” 

Wherry said he felt confident 
the Senate would approve the pro- 
posal because it is tired of black 
markets and thinks there ought 
to be a test in which some com- 
modity is left free to seek its com- 
petitive price level on the market. 

Barkley criticized what he called 
this “guinea pig” idea, Leaving the 
controls off one commodity might 
be all right, he said, but he feared 
the experiment would widen, with 
non-control growing as it fed on 
such a major item of the Ameri- 
can diet.

HE American and British Governments havé given the Romanian 
Government a series of exceptionally strongly worded notes in 
which they complain of Romania's violation of the Moscow agree- |. 


ment providing for civil freedom and fair elections. 


The Anglo-Saxon powers say 
that the Romanian government’s 
picture of the situation contained 
inaccuracies and distortions and 
was wholly unsatisfactory. Here 
follow some of the conditions and 
abuses provokingygthat sharp ap- 
praisal: 

1. There is no vestige of broad- 
casting freedom, the government 
using radio as a propaganda 
agency for attacking the opposi- 
tion and boosting its own cause. 
Opposition leaders like Dr. Juliu 
Maniu, Constantin Bratianos and 
Ion Mihalache are constantly vil- 
lified and never get a chance to 
refute attacks. 

2. Press freedom is greatly cur- 
tailed. The situation in this re- 
spect is better than with radio, 
but very inadequate. Only two 
oppositional party dailies are per- 
mitted in the whole nation, and 
their activities are ruthlessly re- 
stricted by the unfair distribution 
of paper, prevention of delivery 
throughout the country and the 
triple censorship of the Russian 
control commission, Romanian 
government, and Communist 
printers labor unions. 

The printers have permanently 
stopped the only opposition daily 
in the whole of Transylvania, 
namely, Patria, published in Cluj, 
They have prevented the founding 
of the opposition daily Timisoara. 
The workers refuse to acknowl- 
edge formal decisions of the gov- 
ernment or censors. Even after 
the editors have gotten a vital 
article past both censorships, a 
union chief in the printing office 
may throw it out. 

Criticism Suppressed. 

The government allows no op- 
positional Socialist paper to ap- 
pear and the workers often sup- 
press statements of the Socialist 
chief given to other papers. It is 
absolutely forbidden to criticize 
Russian control, the army, Mrs. 
Ana Pauker or other chief Ro- 
manian Communist dictators’ in 
the service of Moscow. 

Also official or authoritative 
American criticisms of the Ro- 
manian government are usually ex- 
cluded, distorted or delayed. 

As an example in the censorship 

during a single day, of 14 articles 
set in type for the national 
Peasant oppositional daily Drepta- 
tea four were completely elimi- 
nated and the rest cut. 
The four entirely eliminated 
dealt with friction in the Cabinet, 
action of state police against stu- 
dents, governmental agents, provo- 
cateurs, and an official party com- 
munication regarding the case of 
a Communist shooting. 

The curtailed articles reported 
the kidnaping of a youth working 
for the American mission, the ar- 
rest of students making a demon- 
stration for the King, anti- 
Romanian activity in Hungarian 
Cluj, part of Prof. Harold Laski's 
#peech, and a Liberal party protest 
against political arrests without 
warrants. 

Concluding this point it would 
be incorrect to say that no oppo- 
aitional criticism of the govern- 
ment is allowed, but it is true that 
freedom is drastically restricted 
and opposition editors are sub- 
jected to personal intimidation 
from Romanian and Russian 
sources. 

Direct Russian intimidation is 
exercised within a few score miles 
of the Soviet border. Thousands 
of persons have been picked up in 
Romania and taken to Russia as a 
consequence of which the Russian 
threat arouses sinister visions. 
The activity of an opposition edi- 
tor in Romania requires much 
courage. 
Meetings Broken Up. 

3. Oppositional meetings are 
practically impossible, even though 
only of cultural nature. I traveled 
widely throughout Romania at- 
tending political rallies, most of 
which were broken up by Commu- 
nist shock troops, 

In many cases there has been 
shooting. One takes one’s safety 
jn his hands when he conducts or 
attends an opposition meeting. In 
a number of cases automobiles of 
rominent speakers going to meet- 

gs have been stopped in a 
violent and dangerous manner. At 
Jeast once the government sent 
troops to prevent peasants from 
entering a city where a meeting 
was scheduled. Public meetings 
are restricted almost exclusively to 
government groups or organiza- 
tions. 

4. Arrests have become common 
throughout the whole country. 
This doesn't mean that concentra- 
tion camps fill Romania, Prime 
Minister Petru Groza has repeat- 
edly said that none whatsoever 
exist, nor do most of the families 
have vacant chairs because of ar- 
- gested members. 

Actually, most Romanians who 
leave in the morning return at 
might, and most who retire arise 
unmolested. However, there are 
many arrests and constant fear. 
Real or fictitious conspiracies are 
constantly announced by press 
and radio, and they serve as justi- 
fication for wholesale arrests. 

, The prison administration is 


bad, and the whereabouts of ar- 
rested persons often are kept se- 
cret, Persons are taken from 
their homes without warrants, and 
families compelled to search for 
them for days. 


Public Expression Dangerous. 

Public expression of oppdosition 
opinion is dangerous. School chil- 
dren are often ordered to remain 
home on national holidays, and if 
they disobey may be excluded. 
Studefts wishing to elect truly 
representative university commit- 
tees may be arrested. ans 

Professors, workers, peasants, 
and soldiers who are imprisoned 
often have to wait months for 
trial. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the shadow of prison is across 
the path of every Romanian dar- 
ing to disagree with the govern- 
ment, : 

Many workers who have dared 
to oppose the all-powerful Com- 
munist labor chiefs have lost their 
jobs. Teachers, judges, professors, 
and ordinary civil servants are in 
danger. All know colleagues who 
have been dismissed. 

Since prices are high, salaries 
low, and prospects bad, most 
salaried people are in the hands 
of the Communists who control 
the government. They are ter- 
rorized into “behaving.” Also 
some vital supplies are provided 
by the Government agencies and 
they are withheld from rebels, 

Every Shop Examined. 

' Businessmen are no less intimi- 
dated than civil servants. Com- 
munist inspectors swarm through 
the country examining every store 
and shop. They easily find some 
-real or apparent violation of the 
innumerable laws against sabo- 
tage. 

After this they have their vic- 
tims at their mercy. Arrests may 
follow with complete confiscation 
of or as an alternative a 
merchant may buy his way’ out. 
After that he is subject to un- 
ceasing blackmail. The Romanian 
nation is helpless before the 
agents of its government. 

According to a calm appraisal, 
the regime steals, intimidates, 
terrorizes, beats, murders, partly 
for personal benefits, but mostly 
for political aims. On Jan. 9 Pre- 
mier Groza officially promised the 
American and British Ambas- 
sadors to grant all civil freedoms 
and hold fair free elections. The 
two governments insisted upon 
such freedoms in virtue of obliga- 
tions assumed at Yalta, All evi- 
dence justifies America and Eng- 
land considering Premier Groza’s 
broken promises all along the 
line, 


ALEMAN BUILDS UP BIG LEAD 
IN MEXICAN ELECTION COUNT 


MEXICO CITY, July 9 (AP) — 
Miguel Aleman, candidate of the 
Government-supported Party of 
Revolutionary Institutions (PRI) 
built up a substantial lead today 
over Ezequiel Padilla on the basis 
of incomplete unofficial returns 
from Sunday’s presidential elec- 
tion, Official returns are expected 
to be announced Thursday. 

The PRI said incomplete results 
from 12 of Mexico’s 28 states and 
several boxes in Mexico City 
showed Aleman leading Padilla 
449,937 to 64,422, but Padilla’s Mex- 
ican Democratic party (PDM) 
asserted these returns were fraud- 
ulent and that their candidate led 
in 90 per cent of the election boxes 
which were “counted legally.” 

The newspaper El Popular, 
which supported Aleman, printed 
returns from several states giving 
Aleman 510,536 votes to 113,118 for 
Padilla. Some reports from scat- 
tered points indicated Padilla made 
‘a strong showing. One town in 
the state of Guanajuato gave Pa- 
dilla 1187 votes to 276 for Aleman.

Klement Gottwald, Like Soviet Leader, Is

counterpart of Joseph Stalin. 


He has ‘no mustache, but other- 
wise bears some physical resem- 
blance to Stalin. He is stocky, 
with bushy brows and rugged fea- 
tures. His dark hair is rather 
short and combed straight back. 
He smokes a heavy pipe. 
The 49-year-old Gottwald some- 
times wears a cap, often regarded 
in Europe as the badge of the 
proletariat. 
He was chairman of the Com- 
munist party and vice premier, 
with a record as an implacable 
foe of Fascism, when President 
Eduard Benes called on him to 
form.a new government after the 
Communist triumph in Czecho- 
slovakia’s first postwar election. 

Gottwald draws on his own ex- 
periences as a farmboy and wood- 
working apprentice in champion- 
ing the workers. 

Son of a Peasant. 


He is the son of a peasant fam- 
ily, born at Dedice Moravia, Nov. 
23, 1896—St. Klement’s day, which 
accounts for his first name. After 
early boyhood working on a farm, 
he was apprenticed at 12 to a 
Vienna cabinet-maker. 

The boy was avidly interested 
in books, but his work kept him 
busy days and he could turn to his 
reading only at night. Light was 
not permitted in his room, and 
often he went out and sat on a 
curbstone, reading under a street 
light. 

During this period — sometimes 
working from early morning until 
2 or 3 o’clock the next morning— 
he first became interested in im- 
proving workers’ conditions. 

At 16 he joined labor organiza- 
tions and the Soclal Democratic 
youth movement, 

With the outbreak of World 
War I, the Austrians took him into 
an artillery regiment, but, decid- 
ing he was “politically unreliable,” 
transferred him to a “searchlight 
squad” in Vienna. From there, 
however, he was sent to the east- 
ern front, where he was wounded. 
After hospitalization in Vienna, he 
fought at Piave on the Italian 
front, 

He came out of the war troubled 
that workers of one nation were 
fighting those of another. 

The Red Revolution of October 
1917 in Russia impressed him as

Russia announced last Saturday 
that it had taken over $22,000,000 
worth of industrial property in 
eastern Austria and all other 
“German external assets” there. 

Zinjov defined as “German prop- 
erty” all property in Austria which 
belonged to the Germans before 
1938, all property which the Ger- 
mans brought to Austria after 
the anschluss, installations erected 
with German capital, and proper- 
ties which were purchased by the 
Germans for fair prices after 1938. 

The United States has main- 
tained that property taken forcibly 
by the Germans after the an- 
schluss is not “German property” 
as defined by the Potsdam agree- 
ment, 

Zinjov said Russia would con- 
sider cases in which the property 
relationships were not clear, and 
would satisfy Austrian demands 
if they were well founded. 

He estimated that the industrial 
properties acquired by Russia 
were only 10 per cent of the in- 
dustrial capacity of Austria.

A year ago plans were being 
made by the Eighth Army for the 
greatest military operation of all 
times—the invasion of Japan. The 
first blow was to have been a 
landing on Kyushu by the Sixth 
Army in the fall of 1945, followed 
by the main strike delivered by 
the Eighth Army against the 
coastal plain which includes the 
vital Tokyo area. The cost in 
American lives would have been 
staggering. 

Then peace came, and after a 
little more than four months of 
occupying central and northern 
Japan, the Eighth Army assumed 
control of all ground forces in Ja- 
pan, including British units, 


Today the Eighth Army has su- 
pervised the demobilization of 
millions of Japanese soldiers, the 
repatriation of hundreds of thou- 
sands of others, destroyed millions 
of tons of Japanese war material, 
and has ended Japan's potential 
for waging war. 

It has liberated and repatriated 
thousands of suffering and tor- 
tured Allied prisoners of war and 
internees, and imprisoned and 
tried many war criminals. 

Perhaps one of the most im- 
portant things it has accom- 
plished is a rather nebulous fact. 
I mean that the Eighth Army sol- 
diers have given the Japanese 
people a visible example of de- 
mocracy, in the disciplined and 
democratic way it operates in the 
occupation of Japan. 

It is no wonder Gen, Douglas 
MacArthur in an earlier citation 
said: “No army of this war has 


achieved greater glory and dis- 
tinction that the Eighth.”

A Job for the East Side 


Downtown St. Louis had Saturday its first 
heavy smoke pall since October, 1944, and it 
was blown over from East St. Louis, where the 
smoke control measures which protect the area 
this side of the river have not been placed in 
effect. Luckily, the prevailing winds here are 
not from the east; the Weather Bureau records 
show that there is sufficient wind from the east 
to blow smoke across the river only on perhaps 
a tenth of the days of the year. 

Yet that is often enough to make the East 
Side’s windblown smoke a distinct nuisance to 
St. Louis and a most unwelcome subversion of 
the city’s hard-won victory over its own smoke. 
Last December Mayor Kaufmann appealed to the 
East Side’s 14 railroads and 40 of its chief 
smoke-producing plants to install smoke-elimina- 
tion devices, a thing easily possible now that the 
exigencies of war are past. The response thus 


far has been wholly inadequate, and it is time 


for Mayor Kaufmann and Smoke Commissioner 
Carter to turn on pressure—political, civic and 
consumer—for action. The packing companies, 
to take just one example, are in no position to 
keep pouring out suffocating clouds of smoke 
on families who make up one of their major 
markets. 

The predominant fact, nevertheless, is that the 
people who are primarily concerned in the elim- 
ination of smoke on the East Side are the third 
of a million people who live there. These people 
deserve, just as much as the citizens of St. Louis 
did, to be freed of the menace that smoke pre- 
sents to healthy, clean, decent living. 

There are certain things that are equally hate- 
ful and unbearable whether they happen to peo- 
ple on one side of the river or the other—such 
things as being deprived of the sunshine on a 
bright day, finding one’s bed covered each morn- 
ing with soot, watching one’s flowers, shrubs or 
shade trees die because of the acid precipitates 
of smoke, or hearing one’s children hacked at 
night by a sulphur cough. 

There has been a tendency in some quarters 
to present East Side smoke elimination as a 
selfish, meddling enterprise that St. Louis is 
trying to impose on East St. Louisans against 
their will. This is too obvious a ruse to deceive 
even one thoughtful East Side citizen. The peo- 
ple whose duty it is to contribute the thought, 
time and energy—the firm forward planning— 
necessary to free East St. Louis of smoke cannot 
escape their responsibility by any such evasion. 

The people of East St. Louis, Granite City, 
Belleville and the other cities involved will not 
forever tolerate the craven inaction of city of- 
ficials who are content to let the same corpora- 
tions (the Terminal Railroad is an example) that 
have co-operated in smoke elimination in St. 
Louis spew dirt and smoke on the other side of 
the river. 

The East Siders will demand fair and equal 
treatment, and woe be to the politicians who 
offer only excuses for their not getting it. 
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A Pass for Senator Capehart 

Senator Capehart, foe of price control, con- 
ducted himself wisely when he passed up an 
uncontrolled watermelon priced at $2.40. That 
the melon was priced exorbitantly was, of course, 
the work of the foes of price control in general, 
including the Senator. The people of Indiana 
may get the idea that they can conduct them- 
selves wisely by passing up Senator Capehart, 
if the price of voting for him is runaway infla- 
tion, 
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Capstone of Clemency 
The Army is proud of its clemency system as 


the “capstone of military justice.” In putting 


30,000 men through rehabilitation courses, in 
reducing sentences of 20,000 soldiers, in all its 
expert work, the clemency board has been a 
unique instrument of justice, and does honor 
to Secretary Patterson, who sponsored it. 

Yet behind this bright record must be a lapse 
somewhere, for the correction of mass injustice 
does not hide the fact that there was mass in- 
justice to begin with. The House Military Com- 
mittee has spoken of “tragic and excessive sen- 
tences” and raised questions about “numerous 
convictions of innocent soldiers.” 

Yesterday's proceedings in the Lichfield bru- 
tality case in Germany produced one odd sample 
of Army punishment. A guard who had beaten 
soldier-prisoners was fined $100, whereas six 
witnesses in the case who made an illegal jaunt 
to London were given six months at hard labor 
and fines. ; 

Some of the vices of the courts-martial sys- 
tem have been described by officers working 
with the clemency board. They point to unof- 
ficial domination of a commander over a court 
he appoints, favoritism toward officers, amateur- 
ishness of defense counsel and absence of 
earnest legal advice. 

These failings have led to a peculiarly in- 
verted application of justice, which was 
described for the Navy by V. Adm. Taussig. 
He said that “courts usually impose excessively 
severe sentences, which are mitigated with 
monotonous regularity.” He blamed “inertia of 
the Navy” for lack of reform, and even the 
Army’s capstone hasn’t capped that, 

Both the Heuse committee and the Doolittle 
“gripe” board have suggested repairs in courts- 
martial. They proposed admittance of enlisted 
men to courts, and creation of an autonomous 
judicial department to provide defense counsel. 
These are clear requirements for justice and 
efficient jurisprudence, and as long as the Army 
avoids such basic alterations, its capstone of 
clemency rests on a weak foundation. 
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Senators Taft and Wherry evidently intend to 
fight OPA to the last consumer, 
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Congressional Etiquette 
Members of the House may not abuse mem- 
bers of the House in the House. Any member 
who wishes to call another member a louse must 
abide by an etiquette: “The gentleman from 
Missouvania, for whom I have the highest re- 
spect and tenderest affection, is displaying a 


pediculous mannerism,.” The Senate has simi- 
lar rules for verbal exchanges among Senators, 
Of late, however, there has been a repre- 
hensible disposition of Representatives to abuse 
members of the Senate. 
Henceforward, therefore, so Speaker Rayburn 
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is resolved, Representatives will eschew such 
ill-manneredliness. Then the Senators would 
be ungracious indeed if they did not show equal 
courtesy to the House. 

Now that that’s settled, the next question is 
how to keep a few millions outside Congress from 
saying that a few dozen in Congress are conduct- 
ing themselves—sparing the pediculous Latin- 
ism—lousily. One way would be for those gen- 
tlemen to cease and desist from such behavior. 
Or is that too simple for the congressional 
taste? 
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The World Watches 


While meat-hungry consumers stormed decent 
and profiteering meat markets alike, cattle re- 
ceipts at National Stockyards yesterday were 
the heaviest of the year. It is as price-control 
foes predicted; the end of OPA brought meat to 
market. : 

But it is at a price far above the average 
housewife’s purse. On the premise that Con- 
gress may have the simple wisdom to restore 
price controls, farmers are selling too many 
animals. We are eating—some of us—steaks 
we cannot eat again when winter comes, Alas, 
we are also taking meat from the mouths of the 
world’s starving hosts. 

If price ceilings are restored promptly, there 
may still be a tolerable meat diet for our own 
people and enough to come somewhere near 
meeting relief obligations. A combination of 
scarcity and price ceilings would tend to revive 
black marketing, but the Government could 
strike near the roots of that evil by consumer 
rationing. 

There is, of course, a nobler motive for con- 
trols and rationing. Former UNRRA Director- 
General Herbert H. Lehman yesterday repeated 
the simple truth that relief food will be needed 
from the United States for many months to 
come. But while price controls remain inactive, 
the Government is driven to the tragic policy 
of curtailing its purchases for relief. Otherwise 
the appropriations would fall short and Gov- 
ernment purchases would drive inflated prices 
still higher, This situation is profoundly shock- 
ing, profoundly shameful. 

After price controls are restored, the’ Adminis- 
tration should carefully explore the need for 
reviving consumer rationing, without which 
straitened domestic supplies cannot be parceled 
out fairly, or proper reserves accumulated to 
help feed the hungry peoples abroad.

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A Matter of Remodeling 

By appropriations riders, Congress has pro- 
hibited the payment from Federal payrolls to 
members of unions which assert the right to 
strike against the Government. Approving that 
policy in principle, this newspaper said that the 
prohibition might better be worked out at leisure 
and embodied in permanent law. That opinion 
is sustained by some current confusion which 
has arisen in St. Louis. 

The Veterans Administration had some 300

ject to the no-strike pledge? It would seem that, 
in their present employment, they should be so 
considered. Their leaders, however, are reluc- 
tant to accept that theory, and the regional of- 
fice is unwilling to let them work longer with- 
out the pledge. So the remodeling of a Govern- 
ment building is held up because of a law that 
needs remodeling. 

The trouble is that Congress did not fully con- 
sider its policy. Congress has too much urgent 
unfinished work to reconsider the problem im- 
mediately. It seems, therefore, to be a matter 
for the joint congressional committee requested 
by President Truman to overhayl national legis- 
lative policy on labor. What, by the way, ever 
happened to that enterprise?

When Britain Looks Westward

Debate on British loan is sample of irritation between two English- 
speaking powers, London review says; yet England realizes its eco- 
nomic and political dependence upon America, and respects our 
good faith; what nations fear is not U. S. policy, but lack of policy. 


From the London Economist 


With the- beginning of consideration in 
Congress on the proposed American loan 
to Britain, attention will inevitably be 
brought back to the relations of the two 
powers who contest the possession of the 
English language. 


The shock should not be expected to be 
pleasant. The opponents of the loan will 
have things to say about Britain that will 
arouse the utmost indignation here. Nor 
will the arguments of the loan’s supporters 
make much better reading, since it seems 
to be accepted that their best line is the 
strictly utilitarian one of American self- 
interest. 

All this will be pretty hard to bear, and 
the only way to keep a proper sense of 
proportion will be to keep the mind fixed, 
not on the immediate annoyances of Anglo- 
American relations, but on their fundamen- 
tal realities. With the Russians, it is often 
possible to do the most satisfactory day-to- 
day business, while their long-term inten- 
tions remain wrapped in obscurity. With 
the Americans, the effort to do day-to-day 
governmental business is often maddening 
in its exasperations, but in the long run, 
and on the wide issues, there are the firm- 
est grounds for confidence, 


Basis of British Policy 


Even if the United States were not trust- 
worthy, the hard facts of geography and 
economics would make it impossible for 
any British Government to pursue a pol- 
icy seriously counter to American interests 
or desires. Mutual trust and dependence 
are the twin foundations of British policy 
towards America, whether or not they ap- 
pear to be reciprocated by those who give 
evidence to congressional committees, 


There are many Americans who will free- 
ly admit to a degree of American depend- 
ence upon Britain, both strategic and eco- 
nomic. But it would be silly to pretend 
that the British degree of dependence on 
America is not far larger. The dependence 
of the British economy on the dollar loan 
is very great, so great that much will be 
openly conceded to obtain it, as the recent 
civil aviation agreement shows. 


Virtues Matched by Vices 


Strategically also, British plans cannot 
be laid without an eye to America. In the 
war that is just over, for example, it may 
be that we could not have secured victory 
in Europe without the assistance of Soviet 
Russia; but without American assistance 
we could hardly have gone on fighting at 
all, And so it will be in any future major 
war. - 

The degree to which the United States 
can be trusted is also difficult to remem- 
ber amid the irritations of daily business. 
It is often said that American policy is 
unpredictable, in the sense that it is never 
possible to be sure what the Americans 
will do. But it can be said of them, as it 
cannot be said of many great powers, that 
it is possible to be sure what they will not 
do. 

So long as the Republic is constituted as 
it is, there will be a desire to do right in 
the world, there will be no military aggres- 
sion and at least no conscious economic ag- 
gression, Indeed, with the evidence of two 
wars on the record, it can. be said that 
America will always be dependable in a 
real crisis of human fate. 


These long-run verities should not be for- 
gotten. But thev are of limited help in 


short-run emergencies, And it so happens 
that America’s long-run virtues are matched 
by the most alarming short-run vices. 


No nation is more firmly on the side of 
the angels in the long run; or more prone 
to wish its neighbors to the devil in the 
short run. No people is discovered to be 
more firmly attached to the democratic 
philosophy of life when matters are driven 


‘to a crisis; but no political and economic 


system exhibits more frightening irration- 
ality and instability between whiles. What 
America's neighbors fear is not deliberately 
evil policies, but the evil of no policy at all 
during the decisive years between crises. 


Our Lack of Imagination 


It was lack of imagination on the Amer- 
ican side which, in go many British eyes, 
made the conditions attaching to the loan 
so painful. Could they not see that even 
the most excellent principles and conduct 
can sometimes be applied too brusquely? 
It is one thing to commend the athletic 
life ag a principle of general application, It 
is quite another thing to compel a man 
who is barely convalescent after a long ill- 
ness to rise from his bed and take an ardu- 
ous cross-country run before breakfast. 


‘What offended so many people in this 
country was not any lack of American gen- 
erosity—for the loan, and particularly the 
winding up of Lend-Lease, are very gener- 
ous—but the almost deliberate unwilling- 
ness to understand the conditions of eco- 
nomic life in another country, 


Tough Guy, Heart of Gold 


What, then, are we to make of this puz-: 


zling monster, the tough guy with the heart 
of gold? It would clearly be wrong to al- 
low the daily irritations slowly to build up 
a wall of hostility. That is where Mr, 
Churchill was always right. But he leaned 
over in the other direction; he tried, far 
too often, to hide the fact that there was 
any disagreement at all. That is an almost 
equally dangerous policy. 


The path of wisdom is to steer a course 
between the two dangers, Let there be no 
doubt, on the one hand, of the unalterably 
pro-American bias of British policy. Let 
it be recited regularly, as a diplomatic lit- 
any, that agreement with the United States 
on the fundamental issues ig a first com- 
mandment of British policy, with a superi- 
ority over all other objects. But let there 
also be no hesitation in stating the Brit- 
ish point of view on‘specific issues with as 
— clarity and as little apology as pos- 
sible.

The Rebound on NAM 


T 


WO astute politicians from Kentucky are responsible for working 
out the “compromise” OPA bill that may at least save face for 
the Truman Administration. The formula came from OPA Chief 


Paul Porter, who persuaded Majority Leader Alben Barkley that in 
this way it would be possible to save something from the wreckage of 


price control. 


Beneath Porter’s genial, story- 
telling exterior is great shrewd- 
ness which is coupjed with a de- 
termined drive that has carried 
him a long way at the age of 42. 
Barkley, worn down by the thank- 
less task of trying to lead a party 
hopelessly split down the middle 
and a Senate divided six ways to 
Sunday, was ready to throw in 
the sponge when Porter stepped 
in. 

Barkley had in fact agreed to 
restoration of the Taft amend- 
ment in a form so little modified 
that its author, the persistent Sen- 
ator.from Ohio, was willing to 
accept the “compromise.” Passage 
of such a bill would have put the 
President in an extremely em- 
barrassing position. 


Kentucky Compromise. 


If he had signed it, Taft could 
have claimed a victory and the 
public would have wondered why 
it had been rejected in the first 
place. A second veto would have 
been a severe blow to Barkley’s 
position in the Senate. 

The Kentucky compromise, as 
worked out between Porter and 
Barkley, is a slight improvement 
over the measure vetoed by Tru- 
man. It is minus the worst fea- 
tures of the Taft amendment 
which would have forced prices 
up, even when there was no justi- 
fication for price increases. Bark- 
ley is in dead earnest when he 
says it’s absolutely the best that 
can be got out of the Senate. In 
the long debate over the compro- 
mise, he referred wearily once or 
twice to his desire to resign as 
majority leader. 

The revised bill as reported out 
by the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee contains most of 
the amendments that Chester 
Bowles denounced as booby traps 
before he resigned as Economic 
Stabilizer. It divides authority be- 
tween the OPA Administration 
and the Secretary of Agriculture, 
which would make enforcement of 
the law difficult. 


Scattered Authority. 


It abolishes OPA’s maximum 
average price plan, intended to en- 
courage manufacture of low-cost 
clothing. It provides that auto 
and appliance dealers must be al- 
lowed their full prewar discounts. 
It establishes an independent 
three-man board with power to 
overrule either the OPA Adminis- 


In his last press conference as 
Economic Stabilizer, 10 days be- 
fore he resigned, Bowles said these 
amendments would make adminis- 
tration of OPA impossible. They 
would result not in immediate 
price increases, such as came 
when all controls went off, but in 
rises that would be almost as steep 
within two to three months. 


Some Strange Alibis. 


Yet when—and if—both houses 
adopt the Kentucky compromise, 
the President will have no choice 
but to sign it. A second veto 
would cause a violent explosion 
within the Democratic party. 

Maybe it’s the heat, maybe it’s 
the humidity, but some awfully 
funny things are being said in 
connection with this price control 
fight. Naturally, when food prices 
go up 15 to 30 per cent overnight, 
you get a wild outcry from the 
average consumer. We find, how- 
ever, Senators Taft and Wherry 
blaming this on a sinister plot by 
Chester Bowles to stir the Ameri- 
can people to revolution, 

When you pay 58 cents a dozen 
for eggs on Saturday and 60 
cents on Wednesday, you need no 
prodding from anyone to be upset. 
The American people would have 
to be a lot more apathetic than 
they are, not to realize the mean- 
ing of such a jump in the first 
three days after controls went off. 


If You Have the Price. 


The signs are ominous. Labor 
leaders are muttering threats of 
new wage demands to make up 
cancellation of gains achieved six 
months ago. Commodity markets 
are in some instances close to 
levels set in 1920, which was just 
before the bottom fell out of a 
scarcity market. 

Food production is at an all- 
time high, yet the Tafts and 
Wherrys talk about “incentives” 
to get more production, And milk 
goes up three cents a quart. 
Robert Wason, of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
says consumers can cure high 
prices by not buying, which will 
be interesting news to mothers 
with small children.

Reverberations in Europe.

If physical power is an indication 
ef adulthood, we have, therefore, 
sade another demonstration to 
eause the world to tremble, But 
it trembled, on July 4, from quite 
ether reverberations than those 
eaused by atomic energy. 

The lifting of all price controls 
and the ending of OPA precipi- 
tated a panicky session in the 
British House of Commons, when 
Food Minister John Strachey an- 
mounced that the removal of price 
eontrols had resulted in the 
United States Government's sud- 
denly ceasing to buy wheat; that, 
therefore, Britain and Europe 
could count with no certainty on 
American fulfillment of expecta- 
tions; that the result might be 
British inability to maintain even 
the near-starvation level of 1000 
calories in its non-agricultural 
zone of Germany, which would 
bring “incalculable political and 
social consequences not only t> 
Germany, but to the whole of 
Western Europe.” 


Issue of the British Loan.

At the same time, it was report- 
ed from Washington that the

A loan to Britain does not in- 
volve the question of whether or

into a Spartan, antarchic, self- 
contained system and _ sterling 
bloc, or whether we shall push 
open the world for a freer flow 
of goods. On the answer depends 
the Bretton Woods Agreement; 
and in the answer will be re- 
flected our own prosperity and 
employment in a few short years 
from now. 

On our 170th birthday we also 
learned that Bilbo, Mississippi's 
red-neck Hitler, after one of the 
most shocking race-riot-inciting 
campaigns since the Klan rode 
after the Civil War, has been re- 
nominated to the Senate. 


We Should Act Our Age. 


In the 17ist year of our nation- 
al life, is it not time for us to 
be our age? Adulthood means the 
assumption of responsibility, not 
only for oneself but for others; it 
means fixedness and fidelity of 
purpose, not only for oneself, but 
for others; it means the eonverv- 
ing of values and the rejection 
of destructiveness; it means a

SOLEMN MASS MARKS 
CATHOLIC CONFERENCE 


Bishop Hafey Likens World 
Now to Building of Babel 
Tower in Defiance of God. 


A solemn pontifical mass cele- 
brated by Auxiliary Bishop George 
J. Donnelly of St. Louis at St. 
Louis Cathedral this morning 
opened the second day of the 
twenty-first biennial conference of 
the Catholic Daughters of America. 


Bishop Wiiiiam J. Hafey of 
Scranton, Pa., national chaplain 
of the organization, in a sermon 
today likened the present chaotic 
condition of the world to the at- 
tempt in Biblical times to build 
a tower of Babel in defiance of 
God. Now, as then, he said, men 
must return to Bethlehem and to 
the ideals of unity, peace and 
brotherly love for which that city 
was a symbol as the birthplace of 
Christ. 

At a luncheon this afternoon, 
Bishop Hafey said the “trek of 
intellectuals to the Faith,” noted 
in recent years, was not a new 
phenomenon but a _ continuous 
trend dating from the birth of 
Christ when their ancient counter- 
parts, the three Wise Men, bowed 
before the manger. The true in- 
tellectual, he said, is appalled by 
the collapse of nations and is 
turning his attention to the 
Church, “which has endured with- 
out compromise of truth and 
which alone promises the master 
key to order, peace and justice.” 

At the banquet at Hotel Jeffer- 
son last night, delegates heard 
Miss Eileen Eagan, supervisor of 
projects for War Relief Services 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, describe efforts by her 
organization to relieve human suf- 
fering in Europe when hostilities 
ceased, 

Miss Egan’s most recent assign- 

ment has been the relocation of 
500 of the 1500 Polish refugees who 
have been in a colony at Santa 
Rosa, Mexico, since 1943. They 
are part of the 2,000,000 residents 
of eastern Poland who were de- 
ported by Russia to Siberia and 
Asiatic Russia. Only 150,000 of 
the larger group were able to 
leave the concentration camps and 
seek resettlement in the Near 
East, she said. ! 
Last year, Miss Egan reported, 
the Catholic Daughters responded 
to an appeal for infants’ and chil- 
dren’s clothing with 516,000 
pounds, including about 2,000,000 
individual items. They have con- 
tributed 55,000,000 cans of food 
since last Christmas and gifts of 
food are still being received.

At 42 years, “The Merry Widow” 
is getting to be quite an old girl. 


But last night at the Municipal 
Opera, she had the fresh sparkle 
of a debutante and the bright lilt 
of the Viennese waltz that bears 
her name. A season’s record first 
night audience of 10,400 people 
found the seventh production of 
the classic Franz Lehar light 
opera at the Forest Park Theater 
far from dated. To the contrary, 
it might have been a new hit di- 
rect from a Broadway run. 

A few minutes after the open- 
ing number, when victory had 
been won over the heat, the flut- 
tering programs of the audience, 
late-comers and the _ stubbornly 
lingering daylight, it became evi- 
dent the Opera had hit its stride 
with the smash production of its 
1946 season, The groundwork of 
Productions Manager John Ken- 
nedy and the incisive control by 
the baton of Musical Director Ed- 
win McArthur made it a model of 
smoothness, without any first- 
night faltering. 

And the work of the four prin- 
cipals, new to the Forest Park 
stage, was outstanding. Their per- 
formances were deft and assured, 
and vocally delightful. Net result 
was that this tenuous bit of me- 
lodic ‘froth about light love in gay 
Paris had the champagne effer- 
vescence inherent to its successful 
projection—any heavy hand or let- 
down in this mood would have 
made the whole thing look silly. 

It probably boiled down to the 
fact that they could sing, without 
being stuffy about it. Wilma 
Spence registered a personal tri- 
umph as Sonia, the young widow 
who cut a swath through Paris 
with twenty million dollars and 
neatly landed Prince Danilo of 
Marsovia, a bankrupt Balkan king- 
dom that sorely needed the 
widow’s mite. She had charm and 
gaiety; her coquetry was spiced 
with the right amount of humor. 
Her soprano was of good quality 
and nicely controlled. It had its 
inning and encore in the famous 
“Vilia” in the second act. She was 
quite comely to the eye, and al- 
together provided good justifica- 
tion for the popularity of black 
as a summer fashion. 

Ralph Herbert's Danilo was fit 
company for her performance. It 
had a sardonic, cynical humor 
that kept it well on the light side.

He and Miss Bell had some of 
the juiciest musical plums with “A 
Dutiful Wife,” and “Love Is in My 
Heart.” Although the net effect 
was good from the boxes, there 
was some complaint from the 
seats half-way up that he was 
singing too loudly, drowning out 
Miss Bell over the loud-speakers. 
But, with his voice and rugged 
handsomeness, he undoubtedly 
went over; it may well be that 
Muny Opera has another Alan 
Jones in prospect, if Sullivan is 
brought back next season, 

The comedy was kept well in 
check by the roly-poly Edmund 
Dorsay, as the ambassador, and 
half-pint William Lynn, as a mid- 
dle-aged messenger boy. As a re- 
sult it was clean-cut, had char- 
acter, and was even pretty funny. 
They boys are to be congratulated 
on holding down the horse-play 
and bromides that creep into re- 
vivals of this sort. 

Probably the one thing that 
did not quite come off was, un- 
fortunately, the big waltz scene at 
the end of the first act. Although 
staged prettily enough, its build- 


up forced the production into a 


slight lag, and the dance team of 
Richard and Flora Stuart gave 
an interpretation that held little 
imagination, was merely ordinary 
acrobatic. ballroom dancing. The 
singing and dancing choruses 
were, as usual, excellent.

announced its regular quarterly

Billy Conn was dropped to 
fourth place among the “honor- 
able mentions” as a result of his 
eight-round knockout by Louis last 
month, while Tami Mauriello and 
Jersey Joe Wolcott headed the 
parade back of the Brown Bomber 
under the heading of “outstanding 
boxers.” 

“And both of these are veterans 
of years of fisticuffing, who, if 
they haven't completely gone over 
the hill, have at least seen their 
peak,” Greene added. 

The veteran N.B.A. head and 
newspaper editor called for “a new 
deal which will take boxing out of 
the cash register class and restore 
it to competitive sport.”. Failure 
of new “name” fighters with abil- 
ity and class to come along since 
the war has largely been caused, 
Greene charged, by “overempha- 
sis on the box office instead of on 
the improvement of the breed.” 

“Most of the blame for this con- 
dition stems from New York,” he 
went on, pointing to the recent 
Conn-Louls rhubart as an exam- 
ple. “There is only one cure for 
this, and that is to forget concen- 
tration on high-priced tickets and 
record gates and pay more atten- 
tion to giving the up-and-coming 
youngsters a chance.

GUARANTEED MARKET 
PLAN ON NEW HOUSING 


RFC Contract Will Under- 
write Producers of Ma- 
terials Against Loss. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP) — 
The National Housing Agency to- 
day announced details of its guar- 
anteed market plan—a program 
designed to step up veterans’ 
housing construction through in- 
creased production of new type 
building materials and prefabri- 
cated homes. The agency is ready 
to receive requests for contracts 
under the plan. 

Authorized by Congress in the 
Veterans’ Emergency Housing Act, 
the plan provides for the Govern- 
ment to underwrite producers 
against loss in marketing their 
products. 

It is the second part of a pro- 
gram to build 2,700,000 dwellings 
by 1948. The first step allows 
premium payments on material 
production under a _  $400,000,000 
subsidies fund. 

The underwriting will 
complished through a_ contract 
between the producer and the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. The Government will agree 
to purchase at a price fixed in 
the contract any units of new 
materials or prefabricated houses 
which the producer is unable to 
sell through his own distribution 
channels. 

However, the act prevents the 
Government from underwriting 
more than 200,000 housing units 
at any one time. It provides also | 
that the Government may not pay 
more than 90 per cent of a “pro- 
ducer’s delivery price.”

When Adolf Hitler centered at- 
tention on Czechoslovakia with de- 
mands on the Sudetenland, Gott- 
wald agitated for defense of the 
republic. After Munich, he and 
other Communist leaders fled to 
Moscow. 

During World War II, he broad- 
cast from Moscow, helped organize 
underground activity against the 
Nazis, and translated a number of 


PRussian works into Czech. 


He was one of the authors of 
the Kosice program, which laid 
the basis for Czechoslovakia’s 
present nationalization experi- 
ments, 


WARTIME BLACKLIST OF FIRMS 
AIDING AXIS ABOLISHED BY U.S. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
The United States abolished yester- 
day its blacklist of firms and per- 
sons forbidden to trade with this 
country because they were alleged 
to have aided the enemy during 
the war. From a wartime peak 
of 15,446, the list had been whit- 
tled down to 5887 names.

{MONTH STRIKE ENDS 
ATT. LOIS CARE. 


Agreement Provides for Cu- 
mulative Wage Increase - 
Aggregating 1814 Cents. 


The four and one-half month 
strike of 650 production employes 
of the St. Louis Car Co., 8000 
North Broadway, was ended today 
following ratification of an agree- 
ment made between representa- 
tives of the company and the CIO 
United Steel Workers of America, 
Local 1055, at a meeting in North 
St. Louis Turners’ Hall, 1928 
Salisbury street, last night. 

Decision to end the strike was 
taken after union members were 
urged to accept the proposed con- 
tract by A. F. Kojetinsky, regional 
director of the United Steel Work- 
ers of America. 

The new agreement, which will 
be effective for two years, pro- 
vides for a wage increase of 15 
cents an hour paid on a flat hour- 
ly rate basis and an increase of 15 
cents in the determination of rates 
for piece work. The piece work 
rates calculation base will be in- 
creased from 90 cents to $1.05. 

As soon as the company pro- 
duces 600 new street cars, or at 
the end of six months, whichever 
is sooner, the increases will be 
supplemented by another 3% cents, 
making a total increase of 18% 
cents. Of this amount 9% cents 
will be retrd&ctive to last Jan. 26. 

The strike was called March 12 
when representatives of the union 
and management were unable to 
agree on wage provisions for the 
new contract which replaces an 


agreement that expired Oct. 1.

LTHOUGH cracker ball soup 
A« steaming hot, it is fragrant, 

delicious in flavor and most 
soothing (when it is made cor- 
rectly), and with all these quali- 
ties it is excellent to serve for 
that one hot food that we need in 
any meal, no matter how high the 
thermometer soars, For the best 
of soup, one must remember that 
the good taste and aroma of soup 
depends on the volatile substances 
that are in the flesh and bone of 
meat or chicken and unless it is 
simmered (not boiled) as it cooks, 
it will not have these qualities 
that are prized. First, of course, 
one must begin with chicken or 
meat that is full of flavor, and 
this means using chicken or meat 
that has had intelligent treatment 
in slaughtering and storing. It 
should never stand in water, and 
once soup is started to cook, only 
the required amount of water 
should be used. It is impossible 
to make rich flavored soup when 
an excessive amount of water has 
been used. Only a dilute soup can 
result. 


Cracker Ball Soup. 

One and one-half quarts rich 
beef or chicken broth, two table- 
spoons marrow from beef bone or 
two tablespoons butter, one egg, 
beaten, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon very finely chopped 
parsley, dash ginger, one-half tea- 
spoon grated onion, one-third cup 
finely crushed crackers. 

Before measuring broth, make 
sure that almost all the fat has 
been skimmed from it, then turn 
into a soup kettle that can be cov- 
ered tightly. Cream marrow or 
butter, add egg and beat vigor- 
ously, then stir in the seasonings 
and last the cracker meal. Add 
just enough of the soup stock to 
make a rather stiff drop batter. 
Place in the refrigerator for an 


hour to chill and stiffen. Then: 


dip out in half teaspoonful por- 
tions and drop onto waxed paper. 
Quickly form into balls, Have the 


broth heated to boiling, drop in 


the balls, cover and boil gently for 
10 minutes. Serve immediately.

HYDE PARK. 

RECEIVED from the New 

York War and Peace Memorial, 

a non-profit corporation which 
is sponsoring rehabilitation and 
health centers as living war me- 
morials, a rather interesting cir- 
cular describing what they hope 
to do in New York City in mem- 
ory of the men who ~—— in 
World War II. 

It has always seemed to ‘me 
that very beautiful memorials are 
of valie in themselves because of 
their mere beauty, but if you can 
have something of beauty and at 
the same time make it serve the 
needs of the people who live in a 
community, I think you have 
doubled the value of your me- 
morial. 

This New York organization's 
plan is for a new type of physical 
health center. The architect is to 
be Harvey Wiley Corbett. They 
hope that it will serve the needs of 
many convalescent service men. 

The building will be 500 feet in 
diameter and will enclose an in- 
door beach surrounding a large 
circular swimming pool. The inte- 
rior will be lighted by a sun of 
ultra-violet rays, with purified and 
air-conditioned atmosphere. In a 
congested area such as New York, 
this will mean a great deal to 
those who cannot seek rest and 
change away from their work. 

I was discouraged on receiving 
word the other day that the trial 
of the Columbia, Tenn., Negroes 
was to be moved to a place where 
the tension and anti-Negro feel- 
ing is, if anything, stronger than 
it is in Columbia. The fear among 
the Negroes, to which apparently 
not only the civilian population 
but the law-enforcement officers 
of the state reacted, is very un- 
fortunate. When once fear crops 
up between groups of people with- 
in a community, there is little 
hope of any real understanding 
and confidence developing be- 
tween them, 

Throughout this whole case, I 
have been wondering why we 
could not understand that, among 
the men in this community, there 
were numbers of Negro veterans. 


They have fought in the war. 
They often felt, during their war 
service, that there was discrimi- 
nation against them. And to come 
home and face the difficulties of 
readjustment and of finding a job 
is as difficult for them as for 
the white men. 

They undoubtedly feel that the 
public owes them a_ certain 
amount of consideration. They 
left jobs in many cases and went 
to war feeling that they were de- 
fending other people as well as 
themselves, but that the other 
‘people were not always treating 
them and their families with con- 
sideration and fairness. 

This trial, therefore, should be 
conducted under the most favor- 
able circumstances, Every fact 
should be carefully checked and 
verified. To move the trial now 
to a place where tension is 
greater seems to me to bode no 
good for the prisoners or for the 
people of this country who desire 
peace within our own land. 


Liver Chow Mein 


One and one-half pounds sliced 
liver, 2 tablespoons drippings, one 
cup diced celery, one-half cup 
chopped green pepper, one number 
two and one-half can tomatoes, one 
can Chinese vegetables, six table- 
spoons cornstarch, three table- 
spoons brown sauce, two table- 
spoons soy sauce, salt and pepper 
to season. 

Dice liver and brown in drip- 
pings. Add celery, green pepper 
and tomatoes and simmer about 
twenty minutes. Add drained Chi- 
nese vegetable mix cornstarch, 
brown sauce and add enough 
water to make pouring consist- 
ency. Add to meat and vegetables 
and cook until thickened. Season 
to taste. Serve on fluffy rice. 


Here are a few hints that will 
help reduce the odors from cook- 
ing fish: If you intend to boil the 
fish, put a little vinegar in the 
water to absorb the smell; when 
baking, wrap fish in parchment 
paper, and, when frying, dip the 
fish in crumbs, to prevent oon 
from escaping.

He knows my story and 
is begging me to marry him, says he'll get my son to return 
to me and will be good to him and make him happy. Do you 
think I should divorce my husband? We are all so very 
unhappy.

If you did not find it in your heart to love a child not 
your own then you should never have taken one into your 
home. To rear thig little girl in the atmosphere of discord 
and unhappiness which seems to abound is unfair to her and 
to all concerned. Your husband should treat the two children 
as impartially as possible, and so should you. Any child who 
is made the bone of contention as this one evidently is, can 
not help but grow up bewildered and full of complexes. For 
your husband to pamper and spoil her, your son to quarrel 
with her because his father loves her more than him, for you 
to withhold your love from her is all terribly unjust. You 
adopted this child, she igs your own and should be treated as 
such. I think you and your husband should sit down like rea- 
sonable adults, each get to the bottom of his resentments and 
adolescent behavior where your two youngsters and each other 
are concerned, bring all of it into the open, and resolve to 
make a fresh start. For you to divorce your husband and 
marry another man will settle nothing, only make for more 
unhappiness for all of you, especially the youngsters. Your 
husband should go for your boy, take him back into his home, 
make him understand that he will hereafter give him fair 
treatment, and try to give him companionship equally with 
the girl.

To the children, it seems 
dreary to stay on the farm all winter when they have warmly 
heated city homes. But the children cannot view things from 
the same slant as do their elderly parents.

CHILDREN WILL often inflict great cruelty upon their 
parents in their attempt to be good to them. The children 
wan to make the old people do what the children would like! 
That is not the rule for happiness. Let the aged do what they 
like.

Rings Should 


Be Removed . 
During Work

OUD never expect that such 
severe injuries as sprains, dis- 
located joints, broken bones or 
even loss of a finger could result 
from the wearing of rings. And, 
et, Drs. Harold E. Simon and 
Garry Alban of the U. 8S. Army 
Medical Corps, have found they do 
and rather frequently at that. , 
They made a survey of a group 
of one thousand soldiers and found 
that more than two out of three 
wore rings. About one out of every 
thirty had suffered some injury 
attri to the presence of the 
ring. These physicians also noted 
eleven ring injuries which were so 
severe that surgical attention was 
required.

IT I8 REASONABLE to assume 
that there are many minor finger 
injuries due to rings which do not 
come. to the physician’s attention.

Oakland: <A few days ago a 
radio announcer talked about 
“ju-ve-nill” delinquency, repeating 
the word several times. No doubt 
listeners will go around using the 
mispronunciation ‘“ju-ve-nill,” in- 


the first choice of all reputable 
American dictionaries. The rhyme 
with “file” is a Briticism, 

Milwaukee: Can’t you do some- 
thing to correct the popular mis- 
pronunciation of the German 
word “strafe.” It should never be 
pronounced “straif,” to rhyme 
with “waif."—H., 8. 

Answer: We cannot consider 
our word strafe to be German. 
The German word, pronounced 
SHTRAH-fuh, means “punish,” 
and American and British soldiers 
picked it up during World War 
I from the German saying “Gott 
strafe England.” 

Strafe was mistinterpreted as 
meaning “bombard with shell 
fire,” and the word entered Eng- 
lish with that meaning. At first 
it was pronounced “strahf” or 
“straff.” It passed into disuse 
after the armistice. 

During World War II, however, 
the word was revived by our Air 
Forces and was given an entirely 
new meaning: “To rake (any tar- 
get) with machine gun fire from 
a low-flying e.” 

The pronunciation changed 
again and became: straif. 

Thus we have a new and highly 
useful word which has no con- 
nection with the German strafe 
except for the spelling. 

English is like that.

There is more to frying 


chicken than tossing it in a 
greased skillet and hoping for 
the best. Frying chicken is a 
task to be approached with 
skill and a certain amount of 
reverence. Otherwise you will 
wind up with the same sort of 
stuff which is found in many 
restaurants, roadhouses and 


even homes, masquerading un- 


der the name of fried -chicken, 

There are, of course, differ- 
ent types of fried chicken, the 
two best known being crisp 
fried and what is known as 
southern fried. The former is 
more generally favored, and 
when properly prepared is a 
delicacy hard to beat. Also 
rising in favor, now that many 
people have outdoor ovens and 
grills, is barbecued chicken. 
Here are excellent recipes and 
rules for both frying and bar- 
becuing the bird,

HOW TO FRY CHICKEN, 

Young chickens of any size 
may be fried. The usual frying 
size is 2% to 3% #£4pounds. 
Chickens under 2% pounds 
are usually quartered for fry- 
_ing. Chickens over 2% pounds 
are disjointed and cut up to 
give 11 or 12 pieces, When cut 


up for frying see that each

o Fry: 

1. Rub seasoned flour into 
pieces, For each pound of 
chicken, blend one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, one-half teaspoon 
salt, and one teaspoon paprika 
to one-fourth cup flour. Save 
any left-over flour for gravy. 

2. Heat enough fat in a heavy 
skillet to give a depth of about 
one-half inch, using any desired 
fat. A drop of water should 
sizzle when temperature of fat 
is just hot enough. 

3. Start meaty pieces first, 


slipping less meaty pieces in 


is that 
many cooks can’t think of any- 


between as chicken browns. 
Avoid crowding; use two skil- 
lets if necessary. 

4. As soon as chicken begins 
to brown, about ten minutes, 
reduce heat, and cook slowly 
until tender, 30 to 60 minutes, 
depending on size of pieces. 
Cover tightly as soon as it is 
a light, uniform tan. 

5. Turn 2 or 3 times with 2 
spoons or fork and spoon to 
brown and cook evenly. Avoid 
piercing with fork, 

6. Add one to two tablespoons 
water before covering, espe- 
cially if pan cannot be covered 
tightly or if bird is heavier 
than three pounds. 

7. Uncover last fifteen min- 
utes to recrisp skin, if desired. 
The liver and precooked heart, 
gizzard, and neck may be 
floured and browned with the 
chicken the last fifteen min- 
utes. 

8. Lift fried chicken to hot 
platter. Prepare gravy by mix- 
ing milk or cream with pan 
drippings. 

To test: Cut thickest part of 
any piece to the bone. The 
meat should cut easily and no 
pink color be visible. 
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BARBECUED CHICKENS. 

Two, two and one-half to 
three and one-half pound young 
chickens, cut in half necks, giz- 
zards, hearts, one large onion, 
one clove garlic, one teaspoon

Baste 
chicken with hot sauce about 
every ten minutes, leaving a 
pool of sauce in rib cage when 
halves are turned ribs up. 


Cook until chicken is tender 
and sauce is reduced to a rich 
gravy, about one and one-half 
to two hours longer. Should 
sauce thicken before chicken is 
done, add water. Drop sliced 
mushrooms and livers into 
sauce about fifteen minutes be- 
fore chicken is done. Lift chick- 
en to hot platter and serve the 
sauce separately. 

For a rich crustiness, place 
well-basted chicken skin-side up 
under broiler. Watch it—three 
minutes may be ample!

F tnan one cares to think about 
it, parents discover that they 

and their adolescent children are 
not friends but antagonistic 
strangers, They have to live with 
one another and the strain is se- 
vere on both sides, There are 
bitter arguments, tears, stubborn 
silences and wayward behavior on 
the part of the child; and equal 
bitterness, equal unhappiness on 
the part of the parents. It is then 
that the parents ask for help from 
the school, from  social-service 
workers, from the church, from 
anybody likely to influence the 
wayward child—but it is a little 
late. 7 

Rearing a child begins at*birth. 
He must be trained in the ways of 
the family, then, not when he is 
in his adolescence. Hig parents 
must set a plan for his 
for his character, for his attitude 
toward them and toward society 
and life during early years, not 
when he ig set apart from them 
by years of neglect or spoiling. 

Rearing a child is a twenty- 
four-hour-a-day job, with no time 
out, for at least twenty-two or 
three years—and it is not com- 
plete, then. Thig task calis for all 
a mother has to give in strength, 
eenrgy, devotion and intelligence; 
it demands an understanding of 
the growth of a child, of his re- 
lationship to society and to his 
own family; it demands knowl 
edge in many fields, the more the 
better, for all life is unfolding to 
this child and he needs guidance

I HAVE HEARD that there are 
people who can rear children by 
proxy. I have never seen it done. 
When parents turn their children 
over to others, it is those others 
who rear and train and educate 
them—they do so according to 
their own pattern and the chil 
dren will lean on them, take color 
and pattern from them, love them 
and remain aloof from the parents 
who were too busy with more im- 
portant things than children. Such 
folk should make no complaint 
when their adolescent children be- 
come strangers to them.
